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In his Encyclical, “Orientales 
Omnes Ecclesias,” delivered Janu- 
ary 19 on the occasion of the 350th 
anniversary of the reunion of the 
Ruthenian Church with the Holy 
See, His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
mentioned the Patriarch’s letter 
and its aim. The Holy Father also 
mentioned—but the letter did not 
—that forceful tactics were being 
employed to induce Ruthenian 
Catholics to break with the Vati- 
can and that, on political pretext 
that Catholics are enemies of the 
State, Bishops, priests and mem- 
bers of the faithful have been im- 


prisoned and made to suffer be- 


cause of loyalty to the Catholic 
Church. 


The Alexis letter brims over with 
the often-repeated—and more often 
refuted—calumnies that the Catho- 
lic Church was in league with fas- 
cism and with Adolf Hitler. The 
appeal to the Ukrainian Catholics 
to break with the Vatican also 
is centered around a _ national- 
ly patriotic note, pointing out that 
the Ukrainians since ancient times 
have been bound by language and 
custom with Russia and that “Di- 
vine Providence has returned to 
Russia her ancient boundaries.” 


Addressed “To Pastors § and 
Faithful of the Greek Catholic 
Church of Western Ukraine: Most 
beloved Fathers, Brothers and Sis- 
ters in Christ,” the text of the 
Alexis letter follows: 


“On February 2 of this year, the 
local council of the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church elevated me to the dig- 
nity of Patriarch of Moscow and 
of all Russia. Under this title, I 
eannot abstain from voicing my 
paternal affection. 


“Since ancient times you have 
been bound to Russia and to her 
people by language and by your 
ancestral customs. At this time, 
Divine Providence has returned to 
Russia her ancient boundaries; you 
are henceforth with us for always. 

“It would be an inexpressible 
happiness for me and for all the 
Russian Orthodox Church if we

The fifth, 
Father Peter Kopp, S.J., had cele- 
brated Mass for the Sisters in the 
convent chapel less than a mile 
away. Speaking to Lieutenant Jo- 
seph F. Hynes, U.S.N.R., of Cleve- 
land, O., who went to Hiroshima 
after Japan’s capitulation, Father 
Kopp described the actual moment 
of the explosion as follows: 


“T suddenly felt heat as if fire 
had fallen down, and at the same 
time I saw the sacristan and my- 
self in the midst of a tremendous 
flash of white light. Just think of 
the magnesium flashlight used by 
'photographers and let it become 
‘multiplied a millionfold. There was 
no detonation but a deadly silence, 
which lasted for four or five sec- 


onds. Then the sound of the col- 
lapsing houses made the earth 
shake.” 


Father Kopp said it seemed as 
if part of the sun, like a ball of 
fire, had hit the earth. Much near- 
er the blazing core of the ex- 
plosion, the other priests saw the 
same terrific flash. Then came 
the din of falling houses, and a 
vast cloud of dust spread near- 
darkness over what had been sun- 
lit Hiroshima. The priests’ house 
was one of the very few that did 
not collapse. 

A few miles away, the Jesuit no- 
vitiate housing twelve students was 
badly shaken, but none of the resi- 
dents was killed. The building 
later served as refuge for the 
missionaries and for the stricken 
people, non-Christian as well as

Four Cardinals-designate from 
the United States have gone to 
Rome to be solemnly invested as 
members of the Sacred College. 

Accompanied by the prayers and 
well-wishes of America’s Catholics, 
the four new Princes of the 
Church set out on their pilgrimage 
to the Eternal City in two huge 
four-motored Constellation planes, 
enabling them to reach Rome in 
record time. 

The first of the giant airliners, 
the Star of Cairo, left Chicago on 
Sunday morning, February 10, with 
Cardinal-designate Samuel A, 
Stritch, Archbishop of Chicago, and 
his traveling companions and went 
to Detroit where Cardinal-desig- 
nate Edward Mooney, Archbishop 
of Detroit, and his party joined 
i'them. 
| After some hours’ delay, caused 
iby a slight mechanical defect, the 
airliner went onto Gander Field, 
Newfoundland, then across the At- 
lantic Ocean to Shannon, Eire, 
which was reached on Monday 
morning. After a short-stop-over, 
during which the Prelates were 
‘greeted by Prime Minister Eamon 
ide Valera in the name of Eire, the 
journey continued to Paris, which 
was reached Monday afternoon, and 
Rome where arrival was scheduled 
for Tuesday, barely more than 36 
hours after the departure from the 
American continent.

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Jesuit Priest 7 
Tells Of Needs 
In Slovakia — 


Father George Varga 
Relates Observations 
During Recent Trip 


The Rev. George Varga, S.J., 
who arrived in New York from 
Czechoslovakia last week, de- 
clared in a sermon at St. John 
Nepomucene Church of which Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Stephen J. Erasula is 
pastor, that the suffering in Slo- 
vakia is unbearable, and called 
upon Slovak-Americans to extend 
immediate help to their brethren 
in Europe. 

Since one-third of the entire 
Slovak population in the world 
lives in the United States, Father 
Varga said, the suffering people of 
Slovakia have their eyes focused on 
America for help. 

“Slovakia needs more food and 
clothing,” Father Varga_ stated, 
and fewer “protectors” and “liber- 
ators.” 

The young Jesuit priest, who 
was born in Slovakia in 1914 and 
went through the horrors of two 
world wars, is now stationed at 
the New York Slovak parish, as- 


the national chairman of the Amer- 
ican Slovak Catholic Religious Re- 
lief Association. He preached at 
all Masses Sunday, telling of the 
existing ,onditions in Slovakia. 

A graduate of Heythrope Col- 
lege, Oxford, England, Father 


Varga was ordained by the Most 
Rev. Bernard Griffin, present Card- 
inal-designate of England, in July, 
1942. He served as a chaplain for 
Czechs and Slovaks in London 
during the war and came in con- 
tact with many American service- 
men, 

Father Varga is a former secre- 
tary of the Anglo-Czechoslovak 
Catholic Committee, of which the 
Most Rev. Bishop Edward Myers 
was president. In London, he was

St. Monica’s In 
Mishawaka Pays 
Off Parish Debt 


Parishioners Honor Fr. 
Anthony Badina To 


BY MILTON BOCK | 

Mishawaka— This city’s young- 
est Catholic parish, the 31-year 
old St. Monica’s congregation, has 
retired all outstanding morigages 
on church property, according to 
the 1945 financial statement re- 
cently released by the Rev. An- 
thony Badina, pastor. The re- 
port, submitted: to the parishioners, 
indicates that during the 16-year 
pastorate of Father Badina a sum 
of $120,500.00 was paid on tne 
church edifice: $82,609.14 was 
paid in interest; and $42,424.50 
went to major improvements in- 
cluding the purchase and remodel- 
ing of a rectory on West Mish- 
awaka avenue’ adjoining’ the 
church site. 

Father Badina’s record at St. 
Monica’s is only purt of a priesily 
life marked with success. Or- 
dained by the late Most Rev. Jo- 
seph Alerding, D.D., on June 13, 
1908, he was appointed assistant 
pastor at St, Joseph church Ham- 
mond, Ind., where he served for 
seven years before assuming the 
pastorate at St. John’s church, near 
Crown Point, Ind. In a parish of 
only 100 families he erected a 
church costing about $100,000 and 
a little more than $6,000 remain- 
ed to be paid when he was trans- 
ferred to St. Monica’s parish in 
August 1929. Wile at St. John’s 
he was responsible for obtaining 
two and one-half burses, amount- 
ing to $12,500.00 to be used for 
young men studying for the priest- 
hood in the diocese of Fort Wayne. 

Arriving at St. Monica’s in Au- 
gust 1929, as successor to the late 
Rev. John F. Kohl who died in 
the previous April, Father Badina 
found the local congregation in- 
debted as the result of the erec- 
tion of a new church on West 
Mishawaka avenue. Father Kohl 
had undertaken to break ground 
for the new church in May 1926, 
but lived only a little over a year 
and a half after the building’s ded- 
ication on October 2, 1927. Father 


Badina, besides leading his’ par- 
ishioners out of heavy debt, was 


for new marble altars and com- 
munion railing, as well as new 
stained glass windows and inter- 
ior decorating of the church. The 
installation of the marble altars 
was completed in October 1938 as 
the result of donations totalling 
approximately $9,000. 

Both the main and side altars 
are canopy altars .nd, together 
with the communion railing, are 
of botticino and fantastico mar- 
ble with Venetian mosaic inlay. A 
maroon plush curtain affords the 
backdrop for the main altar with 
a huge bronze tabernacle in place 
while bronze gates mark the mid- 
dle of the Communion railing. 

The history of the parish dates 
back to September 1915 when the 
late Rev, John Bleckmann was 
ordered to proceed to Mishawaka 


to form a new congregation on 
the north side of the St. Joseph 
river. Father Dleckmann purchas- 
ed the old Baptist church proper- 
ty at 108-116 West Mishawaka 
‘avenve and established his par- 
‘ish there. Later the property was 
sold and a church-school building 
‘combination was erected at 221 
| West Grove street. The young 
parish was growing so rapidly 
that in 10 years following the 
dedication of the combined church 
and school i+ was necessary to be- 
gin construction of a separate ed- 
ifice, a $120,000.00 church of red 
impervious

Tokyo, Feb. 11.—(Radio)—The Papal teachings on so- 
cial justice can be of great assistance in the new Japan, 
Baron Kijuro, Shidehara, Prime Minister, asserted in an 
interview with a correspondent of the N.C.W.C, News Ser- 


vice, here. 


The veteran statesman declared that in the past, these 


teachings had practically no di-* 
rect influence on Japan’s social and | 
economic system, but said the Jap- | 
anese people are very willing to | 


study them. 


“I am convinced that a liberal | 


democratic system with the Em-| 
peror as constitutional monarch | 


is the only regime that will prove | 
stable and beneficial for Japan,” 
the Prime Minister said in discus- 
sing changes now being drafted 
for the Japarese constitution. 


“Without the Emperor as con- 
stitutional monarch, Japan will fall 
apart with anarchy and economic 
ruin resulting.” 


He contended that the constitu- 
tion of Japan should not be an ex- 
act reproduction of the British 
constitution or any other mon- 
archial system. 


“It may resemble them in spir- 
it,” he continued, “but it must be 
adapted to the Japanese character 
and traditions. <A_ constitution 
that looks perfect on paper, elike 
the Weimar constitution framed 
for Germany after the first World 
War, may fail easily if, like the 
Weimar plan, it does not allow 


for national characteristics and 
historical forces.” 
The 74-year-old Premier also 


discussed the position of commun- 
ists in the current Japanese pic- 
ture. 

“I don’t think there is any af- 
finity,’ he asserted, “between the 
Japanese character and Marxism, 
though at present the Communist 
Party is the most vocal of all.” 

He observed that the tendency 
among the more conservative par- 
ties is to ignore the communists’ 
campaign apparently on the prin- 
ciple that it could never succeed in 
winning the Japanese people. He 
feels, however, that it is presum- 
ing too much, 


Communism unanswered, he con- 
tends, will win votes, especially if 
economic and spiritual conditions 
favor it. 


The Papal social Encyclicals, 
such as “Rerum Novarum” by 
Pope Leo XIII, and “Qua drages- 
imo Anno” by Pope Pius XI, were 
known in Japan, but only to schol- 
ars and in an academic way, Bar- 
on Shidehara said. The recent pro- 
nouncements of His Holiness Pope 


Pius XII on social problems, world 


conditions and women’s civil duties, | 


have not reached the Japanese peo- 
ple at all, he added. 

“If these dcvucuments,” the Pre- 
mier commented, “are made acces- 


sible to us, they may help us very | 


much. As a whole, the Japanese

But the aged Premier expressed 
high esteem for his Catholic fel- 
low-citizens who though relatively 
few are doing much good for the 
nation.

5,000 British 
Soldiers Joined 
Church In War 


London, Feb. 117 — (NC) — 
More than 5,000 officers and men 
of the British Army were received 
into the Church during the war, 
it has been learned here. 

The number of conversions in 
England and Wales during 1944, 
as given in the new edition of the 
Catholic Directory, was 8,722, an 
increase of 400 over the previous 
year. 

The directory shows that Eng- 
land and Wales have 4,122 dio- 
cesan priests, 2,135 priests in re- 
ligious orders, 2,746 public church- 
es and chapels, 367,169 children 
in 1,431 Catholic schools. 71,644 
children were baptized as Cath- 
olics in 1944, 

The estimated Catholic popula- 
tion of England and Wales is 
2,415,428. This figure is gen- 
erally believed to be considerably 
| below the actual total, as many 
dioceses give an estimated “round 
figure’’ which does not vary from 
year to year,

Vote Against Unions Sin

New Orleans, Feb. 11—(NC)— 
Addressing workers of the Higgins 
Company by loud-speaker from a 
motor boat, the Rev. Jerome A. 
Drolet, of the Committee for Social 
Action of the Archdiocese of New 
Orleans, urged them to vote for a 
union in a balloting taken by the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
The ballot contained three choices, 
CIO, AFL, or neither. 

Stressing the neutral stand of 
Catholic social teaching as between 
the A. F. of L. and CIO, Father 
Drolet denounced the anti-union 
campaign and told workers that a 
vote for no-union would be a sin 
against justice. Final balloting 
showed some 1,500 votes for the 
union and only 28 against them.

These Local 
Councils’ paid workers are available 
to give service to every church, of 
any denomination, and do give 
that service to Catholic and non- 
Catholic Troops alike in their 
areas. In other words, all the Boy 
Scouts of America has is a pro- 
gram to offer boys. It does not 
run the program itself, but seeks 
to present the program through 
these Local Councils to the various 
churches, institutions and groups 
of citizens that have the rightful 
responsibility to give leadership to 
youth in the neighborhoods in 
which the boys live. The paid 
'workers, of course, organize this 
'service and assistance in the Local 
| Council areas. No Scout Troops, 
'either non-Catholic or Catholic, re- 
ceive funds from the community 
| chest.

| THIS is a study of the life and 
‘spiritual ways of a discalced Car- 
melite lay-brother who lived in the 
'17th century, having died in a Paris 
monastery in 1691. The book con- 
‘sists of the Eulogy of Brother 
Lawrence by M. L’Abbe Joseph de 
‘Beaufort, a discussion of his 
“Ways” by the same priest, who 
knew him well; then there are 
‘chapters devoted to conversations 
Ben this religious, to his spiritual 
Maxims, and finally quotations of 
letters written by Brother Lawr- 


ence. 

BROTHER Lawrence was gifted 
with an intense faith. He had great 
humility and he _ sanctified his 
humble tasks through a constant 
sense of the “Presence of God.” 
The lowliest laborer, or a person 
highly elevated in the world, by 
following this lay-brother’s method 
could grow in sanctity. Thus, this 
book is not for religious alone, but 
for the laity—for you and for me, 
and for everyone. Brother Lawr- 
ence said he possessed “God as 
tranquility in the bustle of the 
kitchen—where sometimes several 
people are asking me different 
things at one time—as if I were 
on my knees before the Blessed 
Sacrament. ...” for he stressed 
the point that “the time of action 
does not differ at all from that of 
prayer.” How wonderful it would 
be, dear friends, if all of us lived 
in the presence of God _ each 
waking moment. This book is 
recommended to you as a directive 
aid to this habit. You will not find 
the pages tedious. 


NEW CHUM. By John Mase- 
field, $2.50.

Speeches by Senators — 
Coincide With Protests 


Against Magazine Policy

Washington, Feb. 11.—Observers 


‘here have .wondered a little just 


why two prominent figures in the 
United States Senate, speaking 
outside the Senate, recently took 
occasion to condemn what they 
called the mistrust of Russia which 
is showing itself in the United 


‘States. 


Coming at a time when the Yalta 
acreement was again under discus- 
sion in the press, and there was 
widespread speculation whether 
this country has heard the last of 
the secret agreements made in its 
behalf, the speeches—made within 
a few days of each other—caused 
more than passing interest. The 
interest was further heightened 
when, almost at the same time, two 
well-known writers.leveled strong 
attacks against one of the coun- 
try’s oldest magazines for what it 
charged is that publication’s un- 
willingness to print anything 
critical of Russia. 

Senator Alben W. Barkley of 
Kentucky, Majority Leader in the 
Senate, told a New York audience 
that there is a small area of mis- 
understanding that exists between 
the United States and Russia and 
that it is being magnified. He said 
he admired Russia as “a great 
nation arising from the turmoil and 
chaos of a revolution that followed 
a thousand years of imperialistic 
injustice, denying to no minority 
race the equal rights of all people 
in the Soviet Union.” He said we 
must understand the background 
and viewpoint of all nations to 
understand their problems, and 
that we must realize that all 
nations have short-comings. 


Senator Claude Pepper of Florida 
told another New York audience 
that “selfish and unscrupulous 
men” are trying to wreck world 
peace, and that chief among their 
weapons is “the weapon of anti- 
Sovietism.” He complained that 
“not a morning passes but that I 
read in the newspapers some new 
and conscienceless attack upon our 
great ally.” 

Just the next dgy a New York 
paper reported that William Henry 
Chamberlin had resigned in pro- 
test, after 14 years of service, from 
the editorial staff of The Atlantic 
Monthly. In a letter to the editor 
he objected to two recent articles 
by Anna Louise Strong and cited 
what he called the magazine’s un- 
willingness to print anything criti- 
cal of Russia. The same report 
sald that Raymond Leslie Buell, 
writer and lecturer, had also pro- 
tested to the magazine’s editor, 
challenging the latter’s rejection of 
an article on Poland which he said 
he had been asked to write. He 
aiso cited Miss Strong’s articles, 
vs d charged that she is “no longer 
‘.merican by inspiration but is a 
‘ussian Communist by adoption.” 

Referring to Miss Strong’s 
art icles, Mr, Chamberlin wrote that 

the gulf between an editorial 
viewpoint which would regard these 
articles as suitable for publication 
in an American non-Communist 
magazine and my own is so wide 
that I don’t think my former as- 
*‘enment of submitting opinions on 
Political and foreign affairs articles 
could be continued with much ad-

To Take Lead In 
Stopping Divorce 


New York Judge Tells 
Family Life Conference 
Divorce Mocks Law 


Washington, Feb. 11.—(NC)— 
Catholic leadership toward eventual 
complete abolishment of divorce 
was called for in an address by 
Judge Michael F. Walsh of the 
New York State Supreme Court at 
the National Catholic Conference 
on Family Life which was brought 
to a close here last Friday. 

An estimated 2,000 persons, in- 
cluding representatives of virtu- 
ally every American diocese, par- 
ticipated in some or all of the ses- 
sions, at which housing problems, 
the low urban birth rate, and 
alarming increase in divorces were 
prominent among the problems 
which speakers correlated to the 
Catholic view of the family. Noted 
pastors, jurists, scholars and edu- 
cators were among those address- 
ing the gathering, sponsored by the 
Family Life Bureau of the Nation- 
al Catholic Welfare Conference. 

Judge Walsh laid the blame for 
the alarming increase in_ the 
number of divorces squarely to 
man’s denial of God and the moral 
law. 

Stemming from this, he listed as 
contributing causes: ignorance of 
the sacredness of marriage, hasty 
and ill-prepared-for marriages, 
usurpation of power by civil auth- 
ority contrary to the natural law, 
childless marriages, adultery, sel- 
fishness, mixed marriages, and dis- 
respect for the married state. 

Speaking from his experience as 
a judge, he maintained: “Divotce 
makes a mockery of the civil law 
and of the courts. It encourages 
perjury and disrespect for author- 
ity. I have never met a judge who 
was not disgusted by his experience 
In riatrimonial term. Divorce has 
helped us to win and keep among 
the civilized nations first place for 
lawlessness,” 

Declaring that the only sane cure 
for divorce is to abolish it, but that 
Americans do not have the moral 
courage to take this step, Judge 


| Walsh recommended that Catholics 


work toward it by “curing ignor- 
ance with truth and selfishness 
with love.” 

Professor Oliver E. Baker of the 


University of Maryland told the 


conference that America’s birth 
rate now, measured by the number 
of children under five years of age 
per 1000 women of child-bearing 
age, is only about one-third of 
what it was 150 years ago. Noting 
the increase in births during the 


| war years, he nevertheless asserted 
| that the downward trend in births 
‘beginning in 1922 and the down- 


ward trend in the birth rate about 
1800 will continue. 

Pointing out that the decline in 
births is not so great in rural 
areas as in the cities, Professor 


| Baker declared that if the family is 
to 


be conserved as an institution 
for the reproduction of the race a 
large part of the population must 
remain in or go back to the farm. 
“Modern urban culture is a very 


' powertul and pervasive force,” he 
| said, 


“The most skillful psychole- 
gists are employed to prepare ad- 
vertisements that cast the glamor 
of Hollywood over automobiles and 
whiskies, cosmetics and cigarettes, 
luxurious clothes and home fur- 
nishings.

New Religions Introduced With 
Backing Of Selfish Civil Rulers

There were, a king whose character may best be described 
by saying that he was despotism itself personified; unprin- 
cipied ministers; a rapacious aristocracy; a servile parlia- 
ment. Such were the instruments by which England was de- 
livered from the yoke of Rome. The work which had been 
begun by Herrv, the murderer of his wives, was continued 
by Somerset, the murderer of his brother, and completed bv 
Elizabeth, the murderer of her guest. 


Allen, in his History of Denmark, which has. been recognized 
by the Academy of Copenhagen as the best work on the subiect. 
writes thus: 


The tenants of the great ecclesiastical domains were com- 
pelled to exchange the gentle administration of the clergy for 
the crushing despotism of the nobles. Fines and other hard- 
ships were arbitrarily multiplied, and the peasants were 
treated with severity. Agriculture, which was thus forcibly 
abandoned, fell below the level that it had attained during 
the Middle Ages. The population decreased in numbers, and 
the country was covered with deserted habitations. 


Samuel Laing, in his A Tour of Sweden, expresses his con- 
viction that Protestantism, subservient to the civil power, could 
never liberate the people during a crisis: 


It is one of the most remarkable circumstances in mod- 
ern history, that about the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, when all other countries were advancing toward consti- 


eee} 


tutional arrangement of some kind or other, for the security 
of civil and religious liberty, Denmark, by the formal act of 
the State or Diet, abrogated even that shadow of a constitu- 
tion and invested her sovereigns with full despotic power 
to make and execute laws without check or control on their 
absolute authority. 


Lord Molesworth, who wrote an account of Denmark in 
1692, thirty-two years after this singular transaction, makes 
the curious observation: “That in the Roman Catholic re- 
ligion, there is a resisting principle to absolute civil power 
from the division of authority with the head of the Church 
of Rome: but in the north, the Lutheran Church is entirely 
subservient to the civil power, and the whole of the northern 
people of Protestant countries have lost their liberties ever 
since they changed their religion. 

The blind obedience which is destructive of national lib- 
erty is, he conceives, more firmly established in the northern 
kingdoms, by the entire and sole dependence of the clergy 
on the prince, without the interference of any spiritual su- 
perior, as that of the Pope among the Catholics, than in the 
countries which remained Catholic.” 


Molesworth, who was thoroughly acquainted with the history 
of Protestantism in the north of Europe, wrote thus as early as 
the year 1692: : 


The Roman Catholic religion with its supreme head in 
Rome maintains perpetual opposition to the doctrine of un- 
limited political power, but the Lutherans are on the contrary 
invariably subject to the State, and reduced to the condition 
of servitude. From the time that the people of Northern Eur- 
ope exchanged their old religion for a better one, they may be 
considered as having lost their liberty. 
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Purity Is Theme 
Of Msgr. Sheen On 
‘Catholic Hour’

Violation Of Natural 
Law Destroys Human 
Nature, He Warns 


New York, Feb. 10 —(NC) — 
Purity is the sacristan of love, the 
reverence paid to the mystery of 
Sex, Msgr. “ulton J. Sheen of the 
Catholic University of America 
explained this evening in an ad- 
dress on the Catholic Hour radio 
program, which is produced by the 
National Council of Catholic Men 
and broadcast by the National 
Broadeasting Company. 

“All the pure.” Monsignor Sheen 


said, “are in love with someone; 
the impure are in love with them- 
selves. Purity loves someone so 
much, whether it be man or maid 
under God’s will. or God directly, 
that it keeps its secret until God 
allows it to be spoken unto the 
friendship of creativeness in earth 
or the Kingdom of God.” 

The two words most often used 
in the modern world are “free- 
dom” and “sex,” Monsignor Sheen 
declared. “Freedom” often is 
used to mean absence of law, he 
continued, while “sex” often is 
used to justify absence from re- 
straint. Sometimes, he added, the 
two words fuse into the same 
meaning, “license.” 

The violation of the natural law 
imposed by God, Monsignor Sheen 
reminded, ~ather destroys human 
nature than perfects it. He as- 
serted that “just as dirt is matter 
in the wrong place, so lust is 
physical energy in the wrong 
place.” He described lust as “the 
substitution of a creature for a 
Creator as the object of worship” 
and declared this results in the 
worshipper turning against the 
idol, “accu ing it of not giving all 
the pleasure it promised.” 

“In that moment where freedom 
was born,’ Monsignor Sheen de- 


clared, “God _ said: ‘Creatures, 
create yourselves.’ What a sacred 
trust! To beget new life through 


love, as God created all life.” 

Educators who assume that pur- 
ity is ignorance of life, the Mon- 
signor declared are like those who 
believe that temperance is ignor- 
ance of drunkeness. Educators 
who hope to make sex “nice and 
natural” will end in eonfusion 
worse confounded, he observed, be- 
cause while sex is natural, it is 
yet a mystery. He pointed out 
that the Blessed Virgin was not 
ignorant of the mystery of life, 
trough she had consecrated her vir- 
finity to God and her problem was 
how to fulfill that consecration 
when God made known to her that 
ne he to be the Mother of Our 
Ord, 

“Purity,” he asserted, “then is 
not something negative: not cold- 
ness, but basically a desire, a love 
Tor God’s’ will in relation to a 
mystery. It is passionless only to 
those who think that love is bodily 
Passion; and if this were so, how 
could God be love? § If purity 
were absence of love, how could 


the Blessed Virgin have become 
the Mother of Our Lord? It is 
abdsolutely impossible to have 
Creativeness without love; God 


could not beget an Eternal Son

He brought the glider in for a 
landing, was but ten feet above the 
ground, when the craft swayed and 
he lost control. The glider nosed 
over and Mr. Montgomery’s neck 
was broken in the crash. He died

his wife. 

The film of his life will be made 
by the Columbia Studios and will 
also detail the interest of the Cath- 
olic Church in the early days of 
aviation. The San Diego Junior 
Chamber of Commerce plans to 
erect a John J. Montgomery me- 
morial on the site of his first 
flight.

Montgomery soared the glider at | Fifty Russian Refugees 


an altitude of 30 or 40 feet for 603 
feet toward the ocean. Many ex- 
perts in aeronautics insist this was 
the first heavier-than-air flight in 
history. 

In 1897, Mr. Montgomery went 
back to the University of Santa 


Clara, where he began teaching 
physics. A work shop was estab- 


lished in a basement at the univer- 


sity and there he built a tandem | 


glider, which was christened the 
“Santa Clara.” On April 29, 1905, 
a parachute jumper, named Daniel 
Maloney, strapped himself in the 
“Santa Clara’ which was towed by 
a balloon 4,000 feet in the air and 
cut loose. He flew the glider to a 
world record of 22 minutes. This 
flight is believed to have been the 
first ever blessed by a priest. Mr. 
Maloney was killed four months 
later in a glider crash. 


Mr. Montgomery married Regina 
Cleary, a childhood sweetheart. He 
was killed in a glider test flight on 
October 31, 1911, in Evergreen Val- 
ley near Santa Clara. The flight 
was to have been his final one be- 
fore installing a gasoline engine to 
convert the glider into a plane. lt 
was witnessed by Mrs. Montgom-

New York, Feb. 11—(NC)—Fif- 
ty Russian refugees at a camp in 
North Italy have left the Orthodox 
Church and have joined the Church 
of Rome, according to a Vatican 
broadcast picked up by the War 
Department’s Foreign Broadcast 
Intelligence Service here. 

The Vatican radio also told of a 
Solemn Mass in the Byzantine- 
Slavonic rite offered at the camp 
at which all the refugees assisted, 
including 350 Russians, many Yu- 
goslavs, Greeks, and Albanians. 
The Mass was celebrated by Father 
Virgulin, it was reported, an Ital- 
ian priest who changed his rite in 
order to dedicate himself to the 
Russian apostolate. 

The new Russian Catholics, the 
broadcast said, sang the creed in 
old Slavonic, and received Com- 
munion under both species. Preach- 
ing in Russian and Italian, Father 
Virgulin said that for Christians 
there were no national differences.
